HUMAN RIGHTS

Lusitania Flatly Denied
by United States.

ORIGINAL DEMANDS RENEWED

Precautions Insisted Upon and Right
of Americans to Travel Seas
Lawfully, Declared, Notwith-
standing Warnings.

WASBHINGTON, June 10.—The text
of the American rejoinder to the Ger-
man government's reply to the note
following the sinking of the Lusitania
follows:

“The Secretary of State ad interim
to the American Ambassador to Ber-
lin: Department of State, Washing-
ton, June 9, 1916.—American Ambans-
sador, Berlin: You are instructed to
deliver textually the following note
to the Minlster of Foreign Affairs:

“In compliance with Your Excel.
lency's request, 1 did not fall to trans-
mit to my CGovernment, immediately
upon their receipt, your note of May
28 in reply to my note of May 10, ard
your supplementary note of June 1,
petting forth the conclusions, so far
as reachisd by the imperisl German
government, concerning the attacks
on the American wsteamers Cushing
and Gulflight.

Principle of Froedom Hecognized.

“l am pow instructed by my Gov-

ernment to communicate the follow.]

ing in reply:

“The Uovernment of the United
Btates notea with gratification the
full recognition by the imperial Ger:
man government, in discussing the
cases of the Cushing and the Gul-
flight, of the principle of the freedom
of sll parta of the open sea to neutral
ships and the frank willingness of the
imperial government to scknowledge
and meet ita liability where the fact
of attack upon neutral ships ‘which
have not been gullty of any hostile
act' by German aircraft or vessels of
war is satisfactorily established; and
the Government of the United Statea
will in due course lay before the im-
perial German government, as it re-
quests, full information concerning
the sttack on the steamer Cushing.

“With regard to the sinking of the
steamer Falaba, by which an Ameri.
can citizen lost his life, the Govern-
ment of the United States s surprised
to find the imperinl German govern-
ment contending that an effort on
the part of a merchantman to escape
capture and securs assistance alters
the obligation of the officer seeking
to make the capture in respect to the
pafety to the lives of thoss on board
the merchantman, although the ves-
sl han ceansd her mttempt to escape
when torpedoed. Thess are not new
eircumstances, They have been in the
minds of statesmen and of interna-
tional jurists throughout the develop-
ment of naval warfare, and the Gov-
ernment of the United States does not
understand that they have ever been
held to alter the principles of human-
ity upon which it has insisted, Noth-
ing but actual forcible resistance or
continued efforts to escape by flight
when ordered to stop for the purpose
of visit on the part of the merchant-
man has ever been held to forfeit the
lives of her passengera or crew.

“Ihe Government of the United
States, however, does not understand
that the imperial German government
Ie seeking in this cuse to reliave [tuelf
of liability, but only intends to set
forth the circumstances which led the
commander of the submarine to allow
himself to be hurried into the course
which he took.

“Your Excellency’s note, in discuss-
fng the loas of American lives result-
ing from the sinking of the steamship
Lusitanis, ndverts at some length to
certain information which the imperial
German geverament has received with
regard to the character and outfit of
that vessel, and your Excellency ex-
presses the fear that this information
may net have been brought to the at.
tention of the Government of the
United States.

“It is stated In the note that the
Lusitania was undoubtedly equipped
with masked gunas, supplied with
trained gunners and special ammuni-
tion, transporting troops from Can-
ada, carrying a cargo not permitted
under the laws of the United States
to & vesssl also carrying passengers,
and serving, in virtual effect, as an
auxiliary to the naval forces of Great
Britain. Fortunately these are mat-
ters concerning which the Government
of the United States is in a position
to give the imperial German govern-
ment officlal information. Of the
facts alleged in Your Excellancy's
note, if true, the Government of the
United States would have been bound
to take official cognizance in per-
forming its recognized duty s a neu-
tral r and in enforcing its Na-
i laws.

ing as a transport, that ahe did not
carry & cargo prohibited by the
statutes of the United BStates, and !
that if, in fact, she was a naval ves-
s¢l of Great Britain she should not
recolve clearance ns a merchantman,
and it performed that duty and en-
forced it wtatutes with serupulous
vigllanee through it regularly con-
stituted officials, It is mble, there-
fore, to mssure the Imperial German
government that it has been misin-
formed.

“If the Imperial German govern-
ment should deem itself to be in pos-
sesnlon of convincing evidence that the
officlals of the Government of the
United States did not perform these
duties with thoroughness, the Gov-
ernment of the United States sin-
cerely hopes that it will submit that
evidence for consideration.

Contentions Held Irrelevant.

“Whatever may be the contentions
of the Imperial German government
regarding the carriage of contraband
of war on board the Lusitania, or re-
garding the explosion of that material
by torpedo, it need only be said that,
in the view of this Government, the
contentions are irrelevant to the ques-
tion of the legality of the methods
used by the German naval authori-
ties in sinking that vessal.

“But the sinking of passenger ships
involves principles of humanity which
throw Into the background any special
circomatances of detail that may be
thought to affect the canes—principles
which lift it, aa the imperial govern-
ment will no doubt be quick to recog-
nize and acknowledge, out of the class
of ordinary subjects of diplomatic dis-
cussion or international controversy.
Whatever be the facts regarding the
Lusitania, the principal fact ls that a
great steamer, primarily and chiefly
s conveyance for passengers and car-
rylng more than 1000 souls who had
no part or lot in the conduct of the
war, was torpedoed and sunk without
s0 much an & challenge or a warning,
and that men, women and children
wers sent to their death in circum-.
stances unparalleled in modern war-
fure.

Duty Owed to Humanity.

“The fact that more than 100 Amer-
ican citizens were among those whe
perished made it the duty of the Gov-
ernment of the United States to speak
of these things, and once more, with
wolemn emphasia, to call tha atten.
tion of the imperial German govern-
ment to the grave reaponaibility which
the Government of the United States
concelves that it has incurred in this
tragie occurrence and to the indis-
putable principle upon which that re.
sponsibility rests. The Government
of the United States is contending for
pomething much greater than mere
righta of property or privileges of
commerce. It {s contending for noth-
ing less high and sacred than the
righta of humanity, which every gov-
ernment honors [tself in reapecting
and which no government is justified
in resigning on behalf of those under
its care and authority. Only her
actual resistance to capture or refusal
to stop when ordered to do so for
the purpose of visit could have af-
forded the commander of the sub-
marine any justifieation for so much
as putting the lives of those on board
the ship in jeopardy. This principle
the Government of the United States
understands the explicit instructions
{ssued on August 3, 1014, by the im-
perial German Admiralty to its com-
manders at sea to have recognized and
embodied, as do the naval codes of all
other nations, and upon it every
traveler and seaman had a right to
depend. It is upon this principle of
humanity, as well as upon the law
founded upon this principle, that the
United States must stand.

“The Government of the United
States is happy to observe that Your
Excellency’s note closes with the in-
timation that the imperial German
government s willing, now as before,
to mccept the good offices of the
United States in an attempt to come
to an understanding with the govern-
ment of Great Britain, by which the
character and conditions of the war
upon the sea may be changed. The
Government of the United States
would consider it a privilege thus to
werve its friends and the world, It
stands ready at any time to convey
to sither government any intimation
or suggestion the other may be will-
ing to have it convey, and cordially
invites the imperial German govern-
ment to make use of ita services in
this way at its convenience. The
whole world is concerned in anything
that may bring sbout even s partial
accommodation of interests or in any
way mitigate the terrors of the pres-
ant diotressing conflict.

“In the meantime, whatever ar-
rangement may happily be made be-
tween the parties to the war, and
whatever may in the opinion of the
imperial German government have
been the provocation or the circum-
stantial justification for the past acts
of its commanders at sea, the Govern-
ment of the United States confidently
looks to see the justice and humanity
of the government of Germany vin-
dicated in all cases where Americans

“The Government of the United
States therefores very earnestly and
very solemnly renews the representa-
tions of its note tranamitted to the
imperial German government on the
15th of May and relies in these repre-
sentations upon the principles of hu-
manity, the universally

Sulem - Informed that the Columbia
County court and the Consolidated Con-
struetion ecompany has reached an
agroement that the company be paid
$60,000 for work on Columbis High-
way, the State Highway commission
guve e county permimion to reduce
ita appropristion for rowds this year
from $40,000 to §40,000.

Henry L. Bowlby, when state high-
way engineer, estimated the amount
due the company st §564,500, so various
statements that the prospective sottle-
ment would be = vindieation of that
official nre proved to have been ground-
less by the county allowing the com-
pany $10,500 more than he recommend-
ed be paid.

The commisaion’s reason for permit-
ting the county to reduce its appropri-
ation $6000 was that it had reduced
the state appropriation of §60,000 ree-
ommended by Msjor Bowlby to §60,-
000, the county appropristion having
been made on the belief that it would
be sllowed the amount recommended
by the enginver from the state,

While the commission st numerous
hoarings declared that it waa not with-
in ita jurisdiction to settle the differ-
onces between the county and the com-
pany, sufficient evidence was produced
to show that the company probably
was entitled to more money than the
engineer recommended be paid. The
company, however, declined to state
the amount it desired, contending that
it was the duty of the highway depart-
ment Lo have the work rechecked and
correct the figures. This the commis-
sion said it eould not authorire, ml-
though there was u partinl rechecking
by = private engineer, who reported
that the company was entitled to sev-
eral thousand more than Major Bowlby
ostimated.

keep away may be made to operate
as in any degree an abbreviation of
the rights of either of American ship-
masters or of American citizens bound
on lawful errands as passengers on
merchant ships of belligerent nation-

ality. It does not understand the im-
perial German government to ques-
tion those rights. It understands it

also to mceept ms established beyond
question the principle that the lives
of non-combatants cannot lawfully or
rightfully be put in jeopardy by the
capture or destruction of an unresist-
merchantman and to
the obligation to take sufficient pre-
caution to ascertain whether a sus-
merchantman is in fact of
belligerent nationality or is in fact
earrying contraband of war under &
neutral flag.

“The Government of the United
States therefere deems it reasonable
to expect that the imperial German
ment will adopt the measures
neceasary to put thwe o4 into

safeguard-
ing of American lives snd Amgrican
ships and asks for assurances. that
this will be done. o

GENERAL INVEREST

Growing Filberts in Oregon.

Oregon Agrieultural College, Cor-
vallls — Although filbert growing in
Oregon Is still in the experimental
stage, there have been good results In
severnl instances. This was to be ex-
pocted, nince wild hazelnuta grow in
Western Oregon, and the same condi-
tions are required in the main for the
production of the flbert. FProfessor
C. 1. Lewis ealls sttention to the fact
that filbert-growing on the experiment

station farma st Corvallia is guite sat- |

infactory up to this time and promising
for the future, although nothing defi-
nite regarding the success of the in-
dustry under Oregon conditions can be
published now.

*'For the past two years,"’ says Pro-
fessor Lowis, ‘‘three of the six-year-
old trees on the statlon grounds have
borne at the rate of 1,000 pounds of
nuts per scre, the varieties being Bar-
celonn, DuChilly and d'Alger. Other
varieties which are being tried out are
Daviana, Kentihsm Cob, Cob Filbert,
White Aveline, Red Aveline, Purple
Avoline, Crosse Blanche, Montebello,
Nottingham, and Hall das Geantes.
Some of the varieties bore & few nuts
the second semson from planting, mnd
all of them bore some the third season,
although it was not until the fourth
yeur that anything like s commercial
crop was harvested from any of the
varieties.

“There are two possible drawbacks
to filbert eulture, One is the aquirrels.
If one is planting the nuts, he will
have to watch the squirrels closely in
the fall or it will not be necessary to
hire help to harvest the crop.
second possible drawback is the blight,
a disesse that was said to be serious in
years past. The plant pathélogists st
this station are working on this dis-
ease &t the present time and seem to
feel somewhat encouraged. The filbert
is a nut which will sell readily and
probably will be very profitable. One
will simply have to run the chance of
blight for the time being, and can
probably guard aguinst the squirrels
by taking s few precautions.

*“The propagation of filberts by nuts
is not recommended; the secedlings
show too wide s range of variation to
warrant this practice, The best plan
is to obtain one-year old or two-year
old trees from a nursery. Any one of
the leading nursery Arms of the North-
west can probably furnish all the com-
mon varieties of filberta.

“The filbert is usually propagated
by means of hard wood cuttings. Cut-
tings from six to eight inches are
made late in September or early in
October, tied in bunches of twenty-
five to fifty, and packed in moist sand
or sawdust, where they remain during
the winter. By spring the lower ends
will usually be calloused over, and
when the ground is still damp they are
lined out in the nursery row, and the
top of the cutting coming at about the
surface of the ground.

“During the winter the cuttings
should not be in a placed where water
collects or where it is too wet, but
simply kept moist and cool. Of course,
the cuttings are mnde of last season’s
growth, just ss the cuttings of grapes,
eurrants or gooseberries. In fact,
both the method of making the ecut-
tings and treatment which the filbert
should receive is practically identical
with that employed for these other
fruitsa.

“Filberts may be planted from ten
to fifteen feet apart.'’

amount to muke Mr. Hill's gift a cer-
tainty. He promised the donation on
condition that the remainder of a
£100,000 endowment be raised.

One of the prominent speakers at
the meeting of Friends ia B. Willey
Beede, of the Kennedy School of Mis-
sions, of Hartford, Conn., Theological
School, who has made daily addresses
on the subject of missions maintained
by the Friends in many parts of the
country. At a special temperance
meeting an sddress was made by Rev.
Charles M. Lascault, of Haviland,
Kan.

The subjects calling for general dis-
cussion thus far have been ‘‘Evange-
listic and Church Extension Work,"
“Literature,” ‘‘Temperance,”” “‘Edu-
eation’” and “‘Systematic Giving."
The exercises have been interspersed
with vocal and instrumental musie.

“(Oottonseed meal flour ls now be
Ing used extensively in Texas, and in
view of the high price of meat and
the general financial condition of the
people of the state, this flour should
come lnto a much wider use” says
Doctor Fraps. “It is palatable, and If
eaten In the proper ration, makes an
axcellent substitute for meat"
